PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE, Man., Sept. 27.—(Canadian Press Staff Correspondent)—Right Hon, | 
Arthur Meighen, prime minister, laid down the main lines of the government campaign here tonight 
In his home county of the prairies, he raised the flag of protection as he raised it at London, “Are 
we going to continue the protective system or are we nott’’ he queried. ‘‘That is the question. That 
is the whole question.’’ He did not now and never had believed in a high protective tariff. He did 
not believe that such a tariff would be just to the West. He did not think it best for the whole country, 
for the spur of outside competition under fair conditions was good, but he was immovably against 
the *‘platform of Messrs. Wood and Crerar’’; he was against the ‘‘Mackenzie King Liberal plat 
form from the first line to the last. He charged Mr. King with ‘‘flagrant apostasy’’ on the tariff 
issue; he thought the fiscal platform of the National Progressives would bring disaster to the whole 
country, and not merely disaster to a few, 

Canada, more than any other country, Mr. Meighen urged, needed the protective system. In this 
regard, he emphasized proximity to the United States with its great industrial development. The whole 
world was protective—Great Britain had adopted laws which constituted protection of the most ef- 
fective kind. Any country which thought it could compete with a protective couniry, while its own

As to Closing Streets. 


It is indicated that when the new 
Canadian National station in this 
city is built it will be necessary 
to’ close MeDongall avenue, Fra 
ser avenue and Queens avenne 
While negotiations to that end 
are in progress it would be a good 
time to bring up the question of 
ecuring.a crossing over the pres- 
ent National railway yards some 
where between First street and 
Sixteenth street. A roadway there 
is needed now to some extent, but 
will be needed very much more 
as building and settlement .pro- 
ceeds upon the Hndson’s Bay Re- 
serve. It is probably useless to 
expect the work,to be carried out 
immediately, but arrangements 
might be made which would as- 
sure it being done when condi- 
tions require and admit. The 
time to get something from a 
railway is when the railway 
wants something. 


Wanted, More Passengers. 
Edmonton people, it seems, are 
less fond of riding in the street 
ears than the residents of Cal 
gary. Commissioner Yorath ex- 
plains that this disinclination on 
the part of our townsfolk to 
travel on the trams is largely ae 
countable for the difference in 
the financial statements presented 
by the two systems. Whether it 
is that more people in Edmonton 
have automobiles, or that they are 
confirmed pedestrians, the Com- 
missioner does not undertake to 
say; but,he produces a formidable 
array of figures to substantiate 
his claim that they get to their 


destinations without using the! 


cars in greater numbers. than 
those of the southern city. 

Summarising his concinsions 
the Commissioner says that if the 
fixed eharges, maintenance and 
power costs were on the same ear 
mile run basis as in Calgary the 
deficit on the local system for last 
month would be cut to about one- 
third; while if the cars had ear- 
ried more passengers by one 
third the difference between the 
total numbers carried by the two 
systems the enterprise would have 
more than paid its way. 

What can be done about it the 
report does not say. Perhaps no 
thing. It may not be possible to 
bring the fixed charges and 
power costs onto the same basis 
as the Calgary system, and cer 
tainly nothing can be done to com 
pel people .to fuse the cars. It 
might, however, be possible to 
tempt some more profitable short 
haul traffie by selling cheap tick 
ets for short trips on Jasper and 
other main ‘business streets. Or, 


applying the same principle in a' 


broader way, to establish a ‘‘zone 
system’’ and charge according to 
the distance travelled. The flat 
fare is a hit-and-miss way of run 
ning a transportation system, It 
encourages long haul) traffic, on 
which money could be made at 
lower rates if the volume in 
creased.
